The Vigorous Pretests from the South Give 
the Republicans Trouble, to Which 
They Will Have to Pay Attention. 


WASHINGTON, July 29.—[{Special.]--The re- 
publican caucus, last night, decided to pass the 
force bill at this session. 

That is, they decided to pass just such a bill 
as Senator Ingalls outlined in the interview 
wired last night. It was, however, decided in 
the caucus that the least said about it for the 
presnet the better, consequently the report 
was given out that nothing definite was de- 
cided upon by the caucus. 

This led a few papers, and some democratic 
senators to believe that the bill would never 

ass. 

Their belief is, however, far from correct. 

The republican senators are simply playing 
a shrewd political game in refusing to give out 
a correct report of their caucus. 

Opposition to the bill during the past week, 
from all sections of the country, has been so 
decided, and petitions against if have come in 
such great numbers that the republican sena- 
tors thought it best to say as little about their 
intentions as possible right at present. They 
believe there will be enough discussion and 
protest when the bill comes formally before 
the senate, and right now itis best to have a 
degree of doubt upon the minds of the demo- 
erat c senators, in order that they may not pro- 
long the debate on the tariff, simply ime order 
kill off the force bill. 

THE REPUBLICAN PLAN. | 

Now tho plan of the republicans is to rush 
through the tariff billin the greatest amount 
of haste, andin order to do this a resolution 
was adopted today that hereafter the senate 
shall meet at 10 o’ciock a. m., and adjourn at 

6 o'clock p. m. daily. This means eight hours 
of solid talk in great heavy chunks daily, the 
burden of which they calculate will soon wear 
out the members, and by which a voté can be 
had probably ten days earliér than otherwise. 

Then the force bill will be landed in the 
senate, and the great fight will commence. 
However, the republican leaders do not antic- 
ipate much trouble from the democratic side. 
They concede that the democrats of 
the country have already won a partial victory 
in the modification and toning down of the 
bill, and believe that the democrats will accept 
it as the inevitable after a short fight. 

THE HOAR SUBSTITUTE. 

The republicans are unanimous on the Hoar 
substitute, which in the language of the 
‘‘vrandmas”’ lieutenant, is both conservative 
and mild, applicable to all sections and all 
states alike. Under these circumstances, and 
with such a fair bill, they say the democrats 
will hardly make the bitter partisan fight ex- 
pected. However, the Hoar substitute, which 
is more conservative and milder than the house 
bill, is yet rankly partisan. Its conservatisin 
and mildness only goes to the extent of doing 
away with troops at the polls, the jury system 
and the house-to-house canvass by supervisors 
provided forin the house bill. It still retains 
the returning board clause, which is, indeed, 
the meat of the bill, and throws the election 
of members of congress entirely. within the 
hands of the republican party. Indeed, under 
this bill the senate proposes to pass, and will 
pass, the federal republican returning board 
for each state has the power to return, as 
elected, a republican congressman from every 
district of every state in the union, provided a 
few votes are cast for each republican candi- 
date. Indeed, the bill, like the Lodge bill, 

nakes it so that the republicans will have the 
power t® organize every congress and retain a 
majority in the same. 

Yet, the vigorous protests from the south 
have been effective. But for them the senate 
might have passed the Ledge bill, and had 
every polling place in the south surrounded 
with a network of federal bayonets. But for 
the south’s vigorous protests, federal officers 
would have visited and inspected all southern 
homes in order to learn if registered voters 
were truly residents of the towns or counties. 
But for the south’s protests democrats,who the 
federal republican supervisors night 
claim had violated some petty  fed- 
eral law at the polis, would 
been tried by packed republican juries, and 
imprisoned or fined, whether guilty or inno- 
cent, 

While a bill—a republican party measure— 
will pass, yet from it many objectionable and 
obnoxious features have been eliminated, be- 
cause the south has been aroused to its peril, 
and has protested in meaning and vigorous 
language. Wereitnot that the republican 
party iscommitted to this bill, the opposi- 
tion might have killed it. The republican 
party is, however, so thoroughly committed 
now that they must passit. They have modi- 
fied it, and, indeed, the senate might yet tono 
it down more. 

THE FIGHT AHEAD. 

In whatever shape is passes, however, many 
conservative republicans do not believe it 
will be operative in more than one election. 
When the senats passes the bill amended, to 
become operative in all sections aliko, there 
will be trouble in the house, as was shown by 
the vote in the Leylbachfamendment, The 
majority of the house republicans will not sub- 
mit to the bill being applied in their districts, 
and will consequently insist on that portion 
of the original house bill, making the pro- 
visions only operative on petition of one 
hundred citizens. Then the senate will 
either have to accept this, or kill the bill. 
The fight, indeed, already shows signs of 
much interest. 

WHY STRUBLE GOT MAD. 

Those members who have been defeated for 
renomination, or the “‘stiffs,’’ or ‘‘corps,’’ as 
they are best known, hada great time in the 
house today. 

Mr. Struble of Iowa, a rank republican, who 
has heretofore been one of Reed’s closest fol- 
lowers, but who was recently defeated, opened 
the ball by giving a full and free expression of 
his opinion of the speaker. The sundry civil 
bill was up and Struble was mad because Reed 
has all this session refused to recognize him to 
call up the Sioux City public building bill, 
which Mr. Cleveland vetoed two years ago. 
Thus when Strublo got the floor, 
he gave vent to —_ his feelings 
by a vigorous and mer¢iloss attack upon Reed, 
whose methods he contrasted with Mr. Car- 
lisle’s courteous treatment to both sides when 
speaker. He characterized Reed as a sneer- 
ing tyrant, who treated the members as though 
they were boys. He yellod out that he did not 
intend to stand it any longer, and the demo 
crats rose in their scats and applauded, while 
the republicans sat still in argument that 
one of their party should so boldly attack the 
great despot. With the democratic applause

A conference was held yesterday by the Reed 
faction «f the republicad party, and the 
opinion was almost unanimous that Mr. Blaine 
has done an irreparable injury to the party by 
his criticism.

“It will be extremely embarrassing when we 
are on the stump defending tho McKinly bill, 
to have Mr. Blaine’s letter quoted at us.”’ 

In talking the matter over in conference, 
it was agreed that Mr. Blaine had 
embarrassed the administration and the party 
in congress, and that something must be 
done to destroy h‘s influence, and relieve the 
party of any responsibility for his utterantes. 
It was understood also that Mr. Harrison en- 
tertained similar sentiments. One of the re- 
publican members said Harrison had at- 
tempted to put Mr. Blaine down, but had 
failed, and it was agreed that the leaders of 
the party in the house would attempt to force 
him outof the cabinet, and then out of the 
party. In othet words they have determined 
to crush Mr. Blaine. 

However, they will not do this as easily as 
they mightimagine. The reciprocity idea has 
much strength in the senate and attention will 
undoubtedly be paid to it. However, a senate 
amendment to thé McKinley tariff bill, em- 
bodying Mr. Blaine’s ideas, could not carry in 
the house. 

Speaker Reed is confident he can rule the 
house and shape its policy according to his 
own ideas. In the houseit is where Reed and 
his gang intend to give Blaine the blow that 
will unhorse- him. Itis proposed that when 
the matter goes to the committee on ways and 
means, @ report shall be drawn up and 
signed by the republican members, attacking 
Mr. Blaine with all the power that can be 
put into language, and it is proposed to get the 
sanction of the house to this report, as Mr, 
Reed has before got its sanetion to other 
propositions upon which there were differ- 
ences of opinion. However, Mr. Blaine has 
friends in the house who will defend him, but 
with Reed on the other side, they will be too 
few to have effect. It will be a test of 
strength between the two Maine 
giants, with Harrison and the ad- 
ministration behind Reed. Mr. Blaine 
is standing almost alone, but he is firm, and if 
defeated in his plans, he will resign from the 
cabinet at once, and go before the country for 
the ’92 nomination. He will, however, not 
give Reed and McKinley a chance to slap 
him. When he sees they are on top, he will 
get out and issuean address to the country, 
giving his reason for so doing. The crisis will 
probably be reached within the next six weeks.

There 
seeins to be good reason to believe that the cor- 
rupting touch of these agents has been felt by the + 
clerks in the postal service, and by some of the 
police officers of the district. Severe and 
effective legislation should be promptly enacted 
to enable the postoflice department to purge the 
inails of all letters, newspapers and circulars, re- 
lating to the business. The letter of the post- 
master general, which I transmit herewith, points 
out the inadequacy of the existing statutes and 
suggests logisiation that would,be effective. It: 
may be necessary to so regulate the carrying of 
letters by express companies as to prevent the use 
of these agencies to maintain communication 
between lottery companies and their agents and 
customers in other eities. It does not seenr pes- 
sible that there can be any division of sentiment 
astothe propriety of closing the maiis against 
these companies, and I, therefore, vefhittrre to 
express the hope that such proper powers as ate 
necessary to that end will be given to the post- 
otlice department. 

WANAMAKER’S LETTER. 

In the accompanying letter of the postmaster 
general, Mr. Wanamaker says he feels com- 
pelled, in view of the urgent necessities of the 
case,to anticipate the annual report in regard to’ 
the use of the mails by the Louisiana State 
Lottery Company. 
standing the declaration that no letters and 
circulars concerning lotteries shall be carried 
in the mails; that public sentiment eohdvannad 
the use of the postoffice for lottery. purposes, , 
every railway postal car, star route, money { 
order and registry office is" fn active d : 
by the Louisiana Lottery Company; 
that the fo thold of the business seems 
to be firmer, its operations wider and its en- 
terprises bolder than ever before. ‘This vast 
business is terribly demoralizing to the postal 
service. A postal employe readily assum es 
that a letter directed to the lottery company 
contains money—thatit is mail in violatiou of 
the spirit of the law; that its loss would be 
diflicult to trace, and that an attempt to pun- 
ish an offender who shall abstract it will more 
likely fail than prosecutions of an ordinary 
character. Hence the temptation to ‘purloin 
is exceptionally great. 

The postmaster general says farther, that 
with all the admitted evils within and with- 
out the postal department, resulting from this 
nefarious trafic, as the head = of 
a department, he is powerless to 
act. It is a humiliating position, and 
even more humiliating to contemplate that the 
entire postofice department is,in point of 
fact, the principal agent of the Louisana State 
Lottery Company, and that every extension of 
the postal system spreads the hurtful power 
and intinence ofthat company. The post- 
master general givesa review of the legis!ia 
tion enacted for the purpose of denying the use 
of the mails to lottery letters and circulars, 
and the failure following all attempts to en- 
force these statutes. It is manifest, he says, 
that the object of the law has been success- 
fully thwarted, and that without additional 
legislation the mails must continue to carry 
this class of matter. He presents for the con- 
sideration of the president the draft of a bill 
which. if enacted into a law, will enable the de- 
partment to get this business under control. 
The bill is one reported last week to the house 
from the committee on postoffices and post- 
roads, and is set forth in this report, 


CAUGHT ON THE TRESTLE. 


Horrible Slaughter of Children by a Rail- 
road Train, 


PATERSON, N. J., July 29.—A slaughter 
occurred on the Erie railroad bridge over the 
Passaic river this evening. Five children re- 
turning from a blackberry expedition, with 
well-tilled baskets, started to cross the bridge. 
When nearly across the bridge, which is with- 
out a rail or foot path, the children saw a train 
approaching on the westbound track and 
stepped upon the eastbound track, but a fast 
passenger train came rushing toward them. 
The children were paralyzed with fear 
and crogched together directly before the 
approaching train. The engineer saw them, 
but dared not apply the brakes suddenly, as 
that course might have sent the train through 
the bridge. It was an awful moment. Peo- 
ple on the banks of the river shouted to the 
children to get between the tracks, but 
their cries were useless, for the heavy 
locomotive struck the group of little ones 
and hurled three of them upon the other track 
dead. The engineer was overcome by the ap- 
palling sight. He had strength left, however, 
to stick to his post.and stop the train as soon 
as it had crossed the trestle. The rs 
left the cars, and strong men and women telt a 
sickly feeling creeping over them as 
the remains of the three slaughtered 
children met their me Jennie Drew 
aged thirteen; Nellie Warren, ed 
ten, and Mamie Warren, her sister,aged eight, 
were dashed to death. Jane Warren, 
thirteen, was fearfully injured. Willie - 
ren was hurled into thej§river, where he was 
found alive in about a fo water. The 
Warren children all belonged to the same 
family.

THE STREETS IN RIVERS. 

Fourth street was also covered, and at 
its intersection with Poplar formed a ter- 
tific stream, the water flowing across thre 
Street at such a speed as to almost wash 
@way any vehiclo attempting to pass. The 
elegant building of Wolff & Rapp, corner 
of Fourth and Cherry streets, is badly 
damaged. The building is just in course 
ot erection, and many of the timbers and 
latge pieces of stone were just being 
placed in position when the cloudburst 
came. 

They were washed into the cellar which 
Was at.the time over eight feetin water. The 
front wall of the building was washed down 
and the damage will be great. 
=, A NARROW ESCAPE. 

One of the most exciting incidents of the 
storm was the experience of three ladies resid- 
ingin a house in the rear of Brown’s hotel. The 
ladies were in the dining room, which is 
several feet below the level of the street, 
when suddenly a volume of water forced 

through the windows and 
: and the entire base- 
Ment began to fill rapidly. The 
Indies barely had time to escape from the 
ptom® BOfore the house cateened, and seemed 
in the act of being washed away. They 
screamed for help, and were rescued by a 
hack driver and carried to a neighboring 
house. 

The hack had to come down Pine street, 
which was over two feet in water, directly 
in front of the house, and which was a 
raging torrent for a short while. 

AN IMMENSE SEWER BREAKS. 

Investigation showed that this extraordi 
nary flow of water was cansed by the 
breaking of a sewer in the neighborhood of 
@Qak and Third streets. This sewer was 
over six féet high, and was the only 
source for carrying off the water. When 
it broke the immense amount of water 
from other sections of the city, together 
with that of the neighborhood, ran over 
the streets, through yards and into houses. 

This entire section of the city was 
flooded. In the basement of J. W. John’s 
bar is a barber shop. Water stood in this 
over five fect deep, and it was only with 
the greatest efforts that the furniture was 


saved. 
A CHINAMAN IN TROUBLE. 


Charley Sing is the name of a _ celestial 
who runs @ laundry in the Commercial 
hotel basement. When seen by Tue 
ConsTITUTION this morning, he was 
standing. on one of his tables, 
while around him was water four 
feet in depth. His whole establishment 
was flooded, and the Chinaman was a fine 
picture of remorse and perplexity as he 
stood watching shirts, collars and cuffs idly 
floating about in the water. A large crowd 
had collected near the door of the ostab- 
lishment, and for an hour Sing furnished 
amusement for them. 

FORCED THE HORSES OUT. 

Messrs. Chapman & Gantt run a livery 
stable on Third strect, just below Mulberry. 
The water rushed into their stables and 
the stable men had to work for awhile 
with might and main’ to remove the ani- 
mals from the stables, There were about 
forty head of horses in the stable at the 
time. Near the stable is a blacksmith shop 
run by an old negro. The water rushed in 
upon him while at work and his tools 
were carried far and near. 

STREET CARS STOPPED. 

Every street car was stopped shortly 
after the cloudburst took place. The track 
in places was covered two feet deep in 
sand that had been worked there by the 
rain, In other places the water would 
have run alinost into the cars, and it was

The survivors of the Fourth 
Alabama infantry and the cavalry regiments 
held areunion, which brought together about 
eight hundred confederate veterans. It was 
the first meeting of many since they laid down 
arms. - All the ex-federal soldiers living in 
this county, about thirty, participated in all 
the exercises. Captain Milton Humes, con- 
federate, delivered the address of welcome. 
A. Rh. Simmons, of Manchester, New Hamp- 
shire, an ex-federal seldier and a republican, 
who has only been here six weeks, was called 
on, and made an eloquent address. which was 
loudly applauded. Colonel A. A. Russell,who 
cemmanhded the Fourth Alabaina cavalry, and 
who has lived at Cordova, Mexico, since the 
war, is here. He never surrendered. A 
splendid barbecued dinner was given today by 
the resident confederate and federal veterans 
“of Madison county, which was free to all 
soldiers, their families and public. The re- 
union will continne several days. The city is 
profusely decorated with nationa! flags and 
union emblems. Not a single confederate flag 
is to be seen. Several negro men who were 
with their former owners in the confederate 
army, marched with them today. It is esti- 
mated that eight thousand people are here 
today. Two invalid soldiers, helpless, rode in 
their wagons eighteen miles to here, but 
could not participate. The utmost harmony 
prevailed. A southern welcome greets every 
one, and unbounded hospitality is made free for 
all.

IT THE SOUTH CAROLINA CAMe-

TILLMAN WILL HAVE CONVENTION, 


And It Is Now Admitted That He Can Carry 
the State by Primary—The Close of 
a Remarkable Series of Meetings. 


Cotumsra, S. C., July 29.—[Special.J—~ 
The last meeting of importance in the 
campaign, and one which practically ends 
the canvass between the opposing factions, 
was held at Orangeburg today. 

This is the home of Judge Izlar, who 
was one of the state senators charged by 
Captain Tillman as having purjured theme 
selves. 

During the canvass, Tillman declared 
Izlar was thrice purjured, as he was not 
fit to administer the law. It was expected, 
therefore, that at Orangeburg _ there 
would be a row. Izlar’s friends 
declared their intention of making Tillman 
take back his charges, or be handled 
roughly. Great precautions were taken to 
prevent trouble. The executive committee 
requested. that no visitors come from out of 
the county, and that no organized bodies 
come to the meeting. This resulted in @ 
falling off of interest. Izlar’s friends were 
prevailed upon, by those fearing a bloody 
conflict, to stay away from the meeting, 
and they did so. 

TILLMAN IN FAULT. 

There were three thousand persons 
present, Tillman having a large majority. 
A remarkable feature of this meeting was 
Captain Tillman’s body guard. It consisted 
of twenty-five men wearing red shirts and 
conspicuously armed to the teeth. Tillman 
spoke without interruption, and was fre- 
quently cheered. In charging perjury 
against those senators who did not vote for 
a census by which a reappointment of rep. 
resentation could be secured, Captain Till- 
man did not mention Judge Izlar’s name, 
as he has done at all other meet 
ings. His speech was unusually temperate. 

A portion of the crowd was disposed to 
be rowdy, and General Earle was frequently 
interrupted. One of the Tillman men in 
the crowd informed General Earle that he 
was corrupted. Earle thereupon denounced 
him as a liar, and for a time there was 
considerable excitement. Earle was very 
aggressive in the face of an overwhelming 
majority against him, 

HE WILL CARRY THE STATE. 

During the last week it has become evi- 
dent that Tillman will have a large ma- 
jority in the August convention, and his 
opponents have lost heart. It is possible 
that he can carry the state even by primary, 
and the only means by which he can be 
defeated would be a split in the party, and 
then the negro would decide the question.

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THE MORMON'S RETURN. 


GEORGE B. UATTAWAYISICK OF THE 
BRETUREN. 


He Became a Mormon Because He Was 
Promised an Easy Living, But Left 
When He Had to Goto Work, 


Davisnoro, Ga., July 28.—[Special.}—Mr. 
George B. Hattaway, his wife and their six 
small children have come back frem the west. 

They look care-worn and weary, and the 
horrors of a destitute life in the cold bleak 
winds ofa far away western home have left their 
impress and served tomake gloomier their 
hopes and darker their pathway to a better 
time coming. 

Today THe ConstrruTion’s representative 
hunted Mr. Hattaway up and requested an in- 
terview, to which he readily consented. 

“When I left La Jara,” said he, “they 
wanted me to promise to say nothing against 
them when I got back to the states. I prom- 
ised that I would tell nothing but the truth 
on them, and I mean to carry out my promise. 
So, if Toe ConsTITUTION wants to make pub- 
lic anything that I know, it is all right, and 
you can justask what you want me to talk 
about.”’ 

‘Suppose, Mr. Hattaway, that you just go 
ahead and state your reason for going, your 
experience on the way, your reception and 
treatment, inside views of Mormon life, and 
indeed anything that will interest the public."’ 

“Well, I can tell you why I went, and it 
will be the same reason that three-fourths of 
the converts would give you for going. The 
elders were all through this country last year, 
and came to my house, and I listened to them, 
and heard them preach in the settlement until 
it looked like they were right, and ererybody 
else wrong about religion. They told mel 
ought to go west with them, where I could 
live cheaper and easier, and at the same time 
enjoy religion. Said I should have 160 acres 
farming land for $18, with five years time to 
pay it. Said it would make wheat, oats, Irish 
potatoes, peas, etc., in large quantities. It 
was not long before they had my consent to 
sell out and go with them, which I did at a 
sacrifice ; but to be candid, I would have given 
away my things rather than miss the chance 
of going then. Many who went out as I did 
gave away lots of their household goods just 
to get rid of them.”’ 

‘‘How many went away at the time you left, 
Mr. Hattaway ?”’ 

“That is hard to answer. 
emigrant train, and while some got off 
at Manasa, where I first stopped, yet 
many went to other points in the territory, 
and I think some went on to Utah.” 

‘Did you find everything just as had been 
represented to you before going ?”’ 

“No, sir,’’ he said, raising himself up and 
flashing his eyes, as if making ready to whip 
the whole Mormon race; “‘they deceived me 
from the very outset. Why, to show you how 
they speculate on these emigrant trains, I 
paid them $230 from Warrenton for myself 
and family going, and it cost me only $135 for 
us all to come back.’’ 

“What about your 160 acres of land for 
$18 ?”’ | 

At this he grew a little quiet, and, in Jook- 
ing up, smiled. 

‘That, too, was a fraud, but they use it to 
good effect to catch the people. I found the 
farming lands, or ranch lands, as they call it 
there, worth from $10 to $20 per acre. Itis 
no place for a poor man anyway, for if he 
owned lands it would require considerable cap- 
ital torun his farm. They use the gang plow, 
and it costs from $12 to $120, and work twp 
to four horses to it. 

“Tt never rains there to do any’ good, and 
you have to yay $1 per acre to have your crop 
watered. They do this twicea year, by means 
of rock dams across the rivers, throwing the 
water above a level, thus watering the valley 
lands all around. 

‘Provisions are high. It is too cold to raise 
hogs there, except where they are kept in 
stalls. Then you haveto give one-tenth of 
your crop for cutting, one-tenth for threshing, 
one-tenth for grinding, and one-tenth for 
tithing. Too much expense and too 
many tenths to come out before 
the poor man gets his share.”’ 2 

“Tell us something, abou® their reffgion, 
Mr. Hattaway. Our people have heard a 
great deal said about it for years.”’ 

“Now, I'll tell you. They claim they can 
show you the Bible for what they teach, and 
some of their articles of faith are good, but 
very few live up tothem. Then, they are not 
consistentin others, for the twelfth article of 
faith says: ‘We believe in being subject to 
kings, presidents, rulers and magistrates, in 
obeying, honoring and sustaining the law, and 
this government has a reward of $50,000 
offered for each Bishop Burgleson and a son of 
Brigham Young. They are simply in re- 
beliion against the United States.’’ 

‘‘What about the effect of the Edmunds law 
which takes away its charter and provides for 
the winding up of its affairs, and authorizes 
the proceeds of the sale to be turned into the 
federal treasury ?”’ 

“They have been looking for that a long 
time, and I heard a great deal said about it 
when there, but I can not say what the end 
will be. Immigrants were pouring into the 
territory then, and I suppose they are doing 
the same thing now. You can say one thing, 
and that is that they generally slip away and 
go back home when they have means to take 
them back.”’ 

“Under the Edmunds bill they can not prac- 
tice polygamy any more, I should think ?”’ 

‘Yes, they do, but they do it on the sly, and 
it would not be an easy thing for an outsider 
tocatchone. They don’t dare to tellon each 
other.” 

‘‘How many wives Can a man have there?’’ 

“The number is not restricted. It depends 
on his means and ability to take care of them. 
They believe every woman ought to have a 
husband and a home, and every man as many 
women as he can love and can love him, and 
as he is able to support, until all the women 
are provided for. The more wives a man 
takes care of the higher will be his glory here- 
after, they think. They tell. you that Abra- 
ham and Moses and David and Solomon all 
maintained and supported polvgamy.and more 
than that, they’ll tell you that it survived 
the time of Christ, and that He was uniformly 
silent on the subject.

City oF MEx1co, via Galveston, July 29.—

THEIR SILENCE BROKEN, 


Democratic Senators Bring the Republic- 
ans to Their Feet. 

WASHINGTON, July 29.—The senate met at 
lla.m. After the call of the roll, in order 
to procure'the attendance of a quorum, Mr. 
Morgan presented resolutions adopted at a 
public meeting of republicans in Birmingham, 
Ala., against the passage of the election Dill, 

Mr. Sawyer, from the postoflfice committee, 
reported back the senate bill to establisha 
limited postal and telegraph service. Placed 


on the calendar. 

Mr. Sherman offered a resolution, which 
went over till tomorrow, for the daily meeting 
of the senate at 10 o’clock a. m. 

Mr. Ingalls introduced a bill to establish a 
department of communication, and said that 
it was prepared by and introduced at the re- 
quest of the Wage-Workers Alliance. 

The tariff bill was taken up, the pending 
question Being on Mr, McPherson’s amend- 
ment offered yesterday to reduce the duty on 
acetic or pyroligneous acid not exceeding the 
specific gravity of 1.47-1000 from 14 cents Yo 1 
cent per pound, and exceeding that gravity, 
from 4 to 3 cents per pound. 

The amendment was rejected by a party 
vote. Yeas, 20; nays, 27. 

The clerk proceeded with the reading of the 
bill, but had only got through two lines when 
he was stopped by Mr. McPherson with the re- 
mark that he was moving a little too hastily. 
He (Mr. McPherson) had something to say 
about the first line, fixing the duty on boracic 
acid at 5 cents per pound. At the present rate 
(4 cents a pound), the duty on boracic acid was 
78.3 per cent, and now it Was proposed to make 
it 91.91 per cent ad valorem. 

It could be put on board a vessel in Italy at 
4 cents per pound, so thatthe proposed duty 
would be 125 per cent. He quoted a state- 
ment of Mr. Niedringhau's before the 
financé conunittee, tothe effect that boracic 
acid could be produced in California at 2 cents 
apound; so that the proposed duty would 
amouut to 225 per cent ad valorem. He 
moved to reduce the rate from 5 centr to 3} 
cents per pound. He said it was an article 
manufactured in nature’s own * laboratory, 
requiring neither steam nor fuel, nor anything 
in the world but God’s sunlight andair. A 
little water taken from a lake and expossd to 
the sun and air, gave a residum of borax and 
boracic acid. It cost only 2 cents per pound, 
according to authentic testimony, and yet a 
duty of 5 cents per pound was to 
be imposed upon it, and for 
what purpose? To protect a great trust and 
combine which had agreed to limit the pro- 
duction of borax and boracic acid to the 
amount which the market would take. 

Mr. Stewart remarked that when this arti- 
cle was on the free list the price was 20c a 
pound. 

Mr. Morgan argued against the increase of 
duty on borax and boracic acid as ing 
with strong discrimination against the iron in- 
dustries of Alabama, in which borax and 
boracic acid were largely used. He was in 
favor of the reduction proposed by Mr. Mc- 
Pherson, and thought that if justice were to be 
sone, boracic acid should be put on the free 

ist. 

Mr. McPherson’s amendment was rejected 
by a party vote. Yeas, 25; nays, 30. 

Mr. Jones, of Arkansas, addressed the senate 
in opposition to the bill,which he characterized 
as thé most radical and extreme measure 
presented. It was a 
stical declaration on the part of the repub- 
that the war tariff was never to be 
reduced, but that the exorbitant taxes were 
to be permanent, and to be a declaration of 
war against foreign commerce. Referring to the 
man Farmers’ Alliance, he de- 
clared that that - man read {the 
signs of the times amiss who believed 
that the old policy was to continue much 
longer..

Debate om this amendment took a gen- 
eral political character, and had no reference 
whateverto the amendment. The speakers 
were Messrs. Gorman, Aldrich, McPherson, 
Hiscock, Blair, Sherman and Voorhees. Mr. 
Hiscock remarked that so much had been said 
in reference to the influences which had pro- 
duced the pending bill that it seemed proper 
to him that something should be said in reply 
to these charges. 

The senator from Maryland ¢Mr. Gorman) 
had said that the republican national conyen- 
tion had planged test to protection.

THE SIOUX CITY STEER 


Throws Off Reed’s Yoke and Kicks Like 
a Georgia Mule. 

WaAsHINGTON, July 29.—Mr. Cannon, of 
Hilinois,from the committee on appropriations 
reported a joint resolution to the house provid- 
ing temporarily(until August 14th) for such of 
expenditures of the government as had not 
been provided for by appropriation bills which 
Passed. 

The house went into committee of the 
whole, Mr. Burrowsin the chair, on the senate 
amendments to the sundry civil appropriation 
bill, the pending amendment being on appro- 
priating $250,000 to enable the secretary of the 
treasury, public printer and architect of the 
capitol to acquire land necessary to provide 
additional accommodation for the government 
printing office. 

THE BUILDING UNSAFE. 

Mr. Richardson, of Tennessee, moved con- 
currence in this amendment, pointing out the 
unsafe condition of the present building and 
its lack of proper accommodation, and pre- 
dicting a dire calamity in case fire should ever 
break ont in the structure. 

Mr. Cannon, of Illinois, said that the com- 
mittee on appropriations had recommended 
non-concurrence in the amendment because it 
had no place on the appropriation bill. It 
might be that a new building for the printing 
office was necessary, but it was a proposition 
which should come from the committee on 
public buildings and grounds, and not be 
tacked on the appropriation bill. 

Mr. Allen, of Michigan, inquired whether 
the building was such as to insure the safety 
of occupants. 

Mr. Cannon replied that he had heard of 
the insecurity of the building for the last 
eighteen years, and it was his opinion that it 
was a great deal better building than it was 
given the credit of being. It might bethata 
new building -was necessary, but the matter 
should be investigated a little before an appro- 
priation was made. When Mr. Angler put 
nice, live bait on his hook and went after bass, 
the cautious bass investigated it a little before 
he swallowed it. 

Mr. Russell, of Connecticut, and Mr. Dun- 
nell, of Minnesota, advocated the motion to 
concur, believing it to be the duty of the 
United States to provide for the safety of its 
employes. 

' Mr. Cummings, of New York, also ad- 
rvocated concurrence in the ammendent. 
REBELLING AGAINST REED. 

Mr. Struble, of Iowa, said that he was in 
favor of suitable buildings for every executive 
department of the government, but he rose to 
speak on the question of public bulldings as 
represented by the unfinished calendar of the 
house, upon which were thirty-five bil!s passed 
by the committee of the whole, May 20th, not 
one of which had been permitted to be consid- 
ered by the speaker of the house. He wanted 
to say (and he regretted that the speaker was 
not here to hear him) that he felt it an out- 
rage onthe judgment of the house that any 
one, be it speaker or memoer, should under- 
take to say that the house should have no 
opportunity to carry out that judgment. He 
had been a member of congress for over 
seven years,and he had labored earnestly to dis- 
discharge his duties. He represented 
Sioux City, Iowa, twice during tie 
democratic ascendancy in the 
house, and the democratic speaker 
recognized him to move the passage of a bill 
for the erection of a public building in that 
city, and twice had the bil} passed. It had 
been the pleasure of the president to veto the 
measures. He (Mr. Struble) wanted to say of 
Speaker Carlisle that he had never asked for 
recognition from that officer that he had not 
been treated courteously. He wanted to place 
in contrast with the kind treatment of Speaker 
Carlisle the treatment of the present speaker, 
not only toward himself, but towards other 
members of the house. If the speaker had not 
sneered at them and ridiculed them, he had 
come near doing so. [Democratic applause.) 
Membérs had been treated like boys by the 
gentleman who presided over the house. He 
did not propose to stand this sort of treat- 
ment any longer without 
[Democratic applause.] Should the members 
continue to submit like cowards to 
the dictation of the speaker of the house, or 
should they not combine in an honest attempt 
to have recognition at the hands of the 
speaker?

Clarkson on Politics. 

We are glad to have so good an account of 
the pelitics of this day and generation as is 
civen us in an article by Mr. J. L. Clarkson, 
who has had some experience in the political 
world, asa number of democrats may re- 
member. 

Mr. Clarkson takes up the cudgels in de- 
fense of state and national politics, and if 
we can credit all he says, the conclusion will 
naturally follow that the business of politics 
is a most worthy and virtuous one. 

In this letter, or lecture, however, now 
going the rounds of the press, Mr. Clarkson 
dwells too lovingly on loyalty to party. His 
idea seems to be that a man should follow 
his party, whether that party be wrong or 
not; n@éanatter how unpatriotic and unjust 
its methods may be, he should give it ready 
and willing endorsement. He does not say 
so in words, but that is the inference. 

This is exactly the line on which the re- 
publicans are moving in the vicious legisla- 
tion. which they are now trying to force upon 
the people; they have this party doctrine 
down by heart, and they are following their 
blind Ieaders against all sense of right and 
justice; no matter how bad the legislation 
may be, if it is in the interest of their party, 
it is bound to receive their hearty co-opera- 
tion and support. 

But, passing over these little slips in Mr. 
Clarkson’s article, one is inclined to think 
better of politics in general after he has per- 
used it. Politicians everywhere will ap- 
plaud this sentiment and pat the assistant 
postmaster general on the back for it: 

Men in politics make mistakes, but so did St. 
Peter, and he reached the other world. So I hope 
will many of the people in this world who have 
made mistakes. Itisthe humanity of St. Peter 
that gives us all hope. We do not turn to the 
perfect apostles; we go to good old ‘Peter for our 
hope. When he fell down in weakness and got up 
in strength he left an open door for al] of us who 
are human. All the menin politics are not St. 
Johns. Many of them are St. Peters. They are 
serving their party, their. country, and the world 
all the better forit. I would rather send my boys 
into politics to learn manliness, self-sacrifice and 
generosity, the honor of personal word, the chance 
to do good, the duty to be generous, than in any 
other school in practical life that] know. The 


chugch, of course, is far better than politics ; none 
of the professions are any better. 

This political sermon is surprising, from 
the fact that there is no bitterness whatever 
in it; itisas mildas a May morning and 
humbly apologetic and grandly eulogistic all 
the way through. But after clothing the 
ballot in a golden glow of words, Mr. Clark- 
son tells us that there should be a law com- 
pelling every man to vote; that he should be 
made to deposit his. ballot, whether he will 
or not; if party issues are at stake, the voter 
should be driven to the polls, whether he ap- 
proves of those issues or not, This is an- 
other force bill in a new guise. 

Mr. Clarkson closes his sermon by throw- 
ing the softest light possible upon the self- 
sacrificing spirit of modern politics. He 
says: 

A fewevenings ago, while sitting late at my 
work, a justice of the supreme court of the United 
States, a man seventy-two or three years old, who 
is growing footsore with the weight of many 
years,came into my room. I was surprised, and 
said: “Why, judge, whatis your errand so late 
inthe day?” He answered: “I have an errand 
for a friend, who is illand not able to attend to it 
for himself.

The Future of the Pension Frauds. 

Bishop Potter’s occasional political ser- 
mons have caused a number of preachers to 
take politics for a text, and some of them 
are talking in right lively fashion. 

It will be remembered that Rev. Edward 
Hall, of Cambridge, Mass., preached a ser- 
mon some time since on the subject of 
pensions, and his remarks on that occasion 
have been very generally commented upon 
by press and public. His sermon has served 
to further expose the great pension iniquity 
which has been imposed on the people by 
the republican administration, and is, there- 
fore, worthy of the wide attention it has at- 
tracted. 

Without reviewing the dry statistics of 
this sermon at length, we merely give the 
comment of a gentleman who has studied 
the pension frauds thoroughly, ‘This opin- 
ion is being quoted copiously by our western 
exchanges—among them a number of repub- 
lican journals that have become alarmed at 
the situation—and is as follows: 

Hon. J. C. Tarsney, of Missouri, holds 
that the annual expenditure for pensions 
has not yet reached, by any reasonable ap- 
proximation, one-third of the maximum 
which it will reach under existing laws; 
and although there should not be an addi- 
tional law passed, or an amendment to ex- 
isting laws enacted, under the law as it 
exists and as it is administered, the annual 
cost to the government five years hence on 
account of pensions will almost exceed the 
enormous cost of $300,000,000! 

But a wide-awake western exchange calls 
attention to the fact that since this calcula- 
tion was made, the president has signed the 
dependent pension bill, which adds $40,000, - 
000 to the annual outlay! 

Well may. the preachers take the matter 
up and protest from théir pulpits against 
the burdens which this tyrannical tax will 
impose upon an already overburdened peo- 
ple. Well may they wonder that pensioners 
increase in the land, and that while ordi- 
nary people, who have no claim upon the 
government, are dying good-naturedly, the 
pensioners renew their youth and flourish 
and grow fat upon the country. 

It has been said that the republican office 
holder dies, but never resigns. It may be 
said with truth that the pensioner neither 
resigns nor dies. He is here, and here to 
stay.

Such displays cannot be half done 
nd we confidently look to see a parade 
which will eclipse anything seen or con- 
ceived of in thig region heretofore. 


Purely Partisan and Sectional. 

In spite of the popular demonstration 
against the force bill that has been going on 
during the past week from one end of the 
country to the other—in spite of the fact 
that the people of the United States, with- 
out regard to party or vocation, are over- 
whelmingly opposed to the measure—the 
partisan republicans who conceived it and 
the organs that assisted at its birth are in- 
sisting on its adoption by the senate, and 
claiming that objection to it in the south is 
disloyalty and treason. 

It will thus be seen that the republican 
sectionalists and their organs are engaged in 
an irrepressible conflict with the rest of the 
country. The opposition of the people to 
their imperial scheme places them in the 
attitude of conspirators, but they seem to 
be equal to the emergency. There are no 
signs that Reed, or Quay, or Chandler, is 
any less determined to apply the party lash 
in the senate because the péople are opposed 
to the force bill. 

They are still slangwhanging away with 
absurd arguments that have long ago been 
exploded by the common sense of the coun- 
try. The argument which they rely on with 
the most confidence relates to the failure of 
the negro to vote. They declare that the sup- 
pression of his right of suffrage gives the 
southern democrat undue advantage over 
the northern republican. This argument is 
a fallacy on the face of it, for the figures 
show that failure to vote in congressional 
elections is larger at the north in proportion 
to population than at the south. The real 
fallacy of the argument, however, consists in 
the fact that the failure of citizens to avail 
themselves of the privilege of suffrage in 
one section has no bearing whatever on the 
rights of citizens in other sections. The 
argument is of western origin, and it carries 
with it the peculiar flavor of that section, 

It is*a remarkable fact, however, that in 
spite of the. alleged anxiety of the repub- 
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mple imperial method of electing 
ssmen in the south whether the ne- 
groes vote or not. 

It is claimed that the force bill is the re- 
sult of an ardent desire on the 
republican ne ki to right the wrongs Of 
the negro. This brings us to another re- 
markable fact, namely, that no prominent 


. negro in the south has endorsed the purpose 


of the force bill, No negro has petitioned 
for the adoption of the measure. Every 
negro that has expressed his opinion on the 
subject has opposed it on the ground that it 
will disturb the peaceful or kindly relations 
that now exist between the races. 

Even Mr. Halstead perceives that the atti- 
tude of the republican sectionalists is purely 
and uncompromisingly partisan. 


Judge Tourgee Despairs. 

Judge Albion W. Tourgee, the boldest 
and brainiest of carpetbaggers, and the 
prince of south-haters, has been reading 
Tne CONSTITUTION’S editorials against the 
force bill, and they have made him very 
blue. He raises his voice in lamentations, 
and refuses to be comforted. 

The judge writes two columns and «# half 
on the situation, in the Chicago Inter-Ocean, 
and jumps on Georgia as the chief obstacle 
in the way of partisan despotism. He starts 
out with this salty paragraph: 

Ever since Governor Troup, with the consent 
and connivance of Andrew Jackson, inaugurated 
the first successful rebellion against the author- 
ity of the United States and slaughtered 5,000 
Christian Cherokees in one of the most atrocious 
acts of robbery ever perpetrated in the name of 
civilization, Georgia has been the real leader of 
the public thought of the south. As a theorist 
merely, Calhoun was easily first of Southern 
statesmen, before the war, as Hampton and Butler 
stand out since that time as the bloody-handed 
exponents of murder as a political force. Through 
these leaders South Carolina became the pioneer, 
so to speak, of southern thought in two great 
revolutionary crises. Caihoun originated the idga 
of nullification as an instrument for asserting the 
supremacy of the state, and expected the other 
states of the {south to follow his lead. Had 
Georgia heartily seconded this movemont there 
is no doubt the revolt would have become general 
throughout the south, and it is certain that at 
that time the power of the north, and the unde- 
veloped west, was insufficient to have reduced 
them to submission. Even at that time Georgia 
was the real “keystone” of the southern situation 
—a position which she has ever since held. 

The stale slanders concerning Hampton 
and Butler were buried long ago and cannot 
be revived. The bit of false history about 
Governor Troup’s slaughter of 5,000 Chero- 
kees, and atrocious robbery of the others, 
has nothing to support it, if we can rely 
upon such testimony as we find in our 
treaties with the Indians, our federal su- 
preme court decisions and the accepted 
facts of history. 

We deny, also, that Governor Troup 
‘inaugurated the first successful rebellion 
against the authority of the United States.” 

The governor stood by the cause of home 
rule, and was prepared to offer armed resist- 
ance tu the encroachments of urlawful fed- 
eral authority. This was his position— 
nothing more. 

But Judge Tourgee cannot get it out of 
his head that Georgia is the leading state of 
the south—a state that needs watching. He 
says that, in the late war, 

Georgia was the leader in effectual secession, as 
Toombs had been its prophet ana ehief promoter. 
The secession of Georgia and the capture of the 
forts and arsenals in her borders under the leacd- 
ership of Governor Brown, is one of the most 
brilliant episodes in our political history. Two 
days after her act of secession she was a well 
organized nationality, with a standing army fairly 
well equipped and thoroughly ofticered. From that 
hour South Carolina fell back to the second place, 
as she did later to third and fourth, or perhaps 
still lower, in importance as a confederate state. 
Georgia never for a moment lost her pre-emi- 
nance. As she led in the dismemberment of the 
democratic party at Charieston, in 1861, so follow- 
ing the meteoric Toombs, she was in the van of 
the storm from that moment until the end. She 
furnished more troop®, more suppties and more 
strength to the confederate cause than any other 
state. It was upon her soil that Andersonville 
was built and beneath the shadow of her pines 
the fleeing president of the conquered nation 
sought for shelter from his pursuers. 


The ex-carpetbagger despondingly ac- 
knowledges that in reconstruction times 
Georgia regained her leadership, and 
wrested her state government from 
negro supsemacy in spite of federal bay- 
onets. It was, says the judge, a revolution, 
a magnificent achievement, a bold and suc- 
cessful defiance of the federal government, 
and the men engaged in it have a right to 
be proud of their skill and courage. 

All this makes the south-hater gloomy. 
He even goes so far as to say that the high 
moral ground of duty and the alleged neces- 
sity of preserving the Christian civilization 
of a superior race were so strongly argued by 
the journalists and orators of Georgia that 
the north relapsed into a bewildered silence. 

After delivering himself of these morbid 
reflections, the apostle of force goes on to 
damn everything southern in his very 
choicest English. He abuses our people and 
our policy, abuses THE CONSTITUTION and 
its editors, and even abuses the genial Uncle 
Remus, who, between the deviltry of the 
force billand the excitement of the: elephant 
business, is worrying through laborious days 
and sleepless nights.

THE SOUTHERN STATES, 


An English Visitor Who Tells of His Trip 
South—The Reasons for the Growth 
of These States. 

One of the English capitalists who came 
throug! the south with the representatives of 
the Equitable Mortgage Company of New 
York, has written in The Journal of Com- 
merce, Liverpoo!, a description of his trip: 

“My object in visiting the southern and 
western states,’’ says the writer, ‘“‘was to as- 
certain, from personal experience, the, oppor- 
tunities presented for’ the investment of 
English and continental capital.

As 
illustrating this fact we might cite the city of 
Pallas,in Texas. Ten years agothe popula- 
tion was owly 10,558. Now the numberis be- 
tween 60,000 and 70,000, Its growthin popula- 
tion has been accompanied by a corresponding 
expansion of its nnan ial, commercial and 
manufacturing resources. Last year: the of- 
ficial returns of new building operations gave 
the cost as $3,251,820. Thisdid not include 
improvements of existing properties. The 
geographical, as indeed the topographical, 
position of the south, inits relation to the 
union, in a measure accounts for this develop- 
ment: but the introduction of northern 
enterprise, combined with English capital, has 
revoluticnized the whole policy of the south, 
and civen an impetus to new railways and 
other enterprises, which are being pushed for- 
ward with great energy that inja measure is 
helping forward the prosperity. No better 
example of this could be given than Birming- 
ham, in Alabama, acity butafew years ago 
with a population less than Dallas at that time, 
but new has even a, greater population than 
her sister citv. Surrounded by coal fields, iron 
and other minerals, with railways radiating in 
all directions, converting it, it may fairly be 
said, into the veritable “‘Staffordshire’’ of the 
south. Here all the materials required for the 
Various rai! way enterprises can be had in end- 
less quantities. 

SOME OPINIONS. 

‘With southern gentlemen of all shades of 
spinion with whom I-ehave had intercourse 
there is but one opinion-—-that the reincorpora- 
tion of the southern states into the union was 
a distinet advantages, as is today witnessed by 
the enormous influx of northern men; conse- 
quently new industrial undertak'ngs are ein- 
barked upon, new lands have been brought 
into cultivation. and estates which have been 
allowed to lie fallow for years have again been 
brought under the plough. This, with Eng- 
lish capital, is bound to produce satisfactory 
results. 

ENGLAND AND AMERICA. 

‘Today there is not the prevailing antipathy 
to American investments which existed years 
gone by; the display of the American flag 
excites nothing but a kindly feeling. On the 
other hand, we have not, on the part of the 
Americans, the A»glophobia of former years; 
this is ridiculed today by every sane 
American. Further, the men of the north 
have ceased to talk about the secession as a 
rebellion; they recognize that the south did not 
seek to overthrow or change the federal gov- 
ernment, and on all hands there is but one 
feeling of mutual emulation to make this the 
strongest republic of modern times. This ideal 
of a popular government could not exist had 
it notits ground work of realization in the 
history and character of the people, all of 
which have been strong factors in laying the 
foundations and maintenance of republican 
principies.

Mr. Barker thinks that he has good and 
sufficient grounds to ask for the arrest of Mr. 
Thrower, because of the following card that 


appeared in yesterday's paper: 
A CARD FROM MR. THROWER. 

Eprron ConsTITUuTION: I see by this morning’s 
paper that Charles D. Barker has written a card in 
which he endeavors to convey the idea that the 
suit against him for damages for slander has been 
dismissed. Just like the filthy, cowardly cur, he 
has taken advantage of an error of THE CONSTI- 
TUTION, publishing the following: 

“The case of J. G. Thrower against C. D. Barker, 
$10,000 for criminal libel, has been thrown out of 
court.’* 

Now instead of correcting the statement (if he 
must say anything at all), he says that the case in 
the city court had been thrown out and that the 
case of damages was still pending in the superior 
court. He lies in the first paragraph, in making 
it appear that we had not appeared against him. 

While we have not appeared against himin the 
city court, it was wholly on account of the case 
being first brought inthe superior court, and as 
all the evidence would be brought out at that 
trial my counsel thought it was best to confine 
ourselves to that. 

Iam sorry that 1 have again been forced to 
recognize such a seething pest on society as 
Barker, but were I to remain silent it might be 
taken for granted that the fellow for once had 
told the truth, a thing I doubt him capable of. 
As far as his evidence is concerned he will have 
full opportunity to bring it all out when the case 
is called. 1 desire to say further, I was out of the 
city when the case was called in the city court, 
and so was my counsel. The first I knew of it was 
the article in the morning paper. 

One word more and I am done. It is this: I 
would sooner go before the people with whom I 
have lived so long, convicted of all the charges he 
has preferred by the evidence he will bring, than 
to be Charles D. Barker vindicated. Respectfuliy,

The warrant was sworn out before Justice 
Landrum, who fixed the bond at $250 for the 
appearance of Mr. Thrower before his court at 
10 o’clock today. 

ORIGIN OF THE TROUBLE. 

The grudge is one of old standing. Mr. 
Barker and Mr. Thrower were once fast 
friends, but they split several years ago. Since 
that time they have been inveterate enemies, 

Their enmity culminated in the bringing of 
two suits against Mr. Barker by Mr. Thrower. 
The first was in the superior court for $10,000 
damages, and a mistrial resulted. The second 
was in the city court and was dismissed from 
the docket a few days ago. 

BARKER’S OPPORTUNITY 
was too good to be ignored, and while correct- 
ing a slight mistake in the wording of the 
article in THE CONSTITUTION, he took occasion 
to write of Mr. Thrower in a style that the 
latter did not relish. 

This called forth the card that appeared in 
yesterday’s paper, and for which Mr. Barker 
has sworn out a warrant-for the apprehension

CHARGED WITH “AN “ASSAULT. 


One of the Negroes Supposed to Have Been 
in the Lawrenceville Outrage Arrested. 


Yesterday Patrolman Pettway brought tothe 
station house a black negro w ho tallies very 
closely with the description of one of the 
three negroes who assaulted the lady near 
Lawrenceville about six weeks ago. 

He gave his name as George Moore, but was 
far from giving a satisfactory account of him- 
met when questioned about the Lawrenceville 


Chief Connolly at once telegraphed to Mar- 
shal Robinson, of Lawrenceville, and in reply 
received a message stating that he would be 
here today for the purpose of looking at the 
prisoner. 

The crime for which Moore is held was one 
of the most shocking ever peroatrsiec in 
Georgia. One of the three negroes 
who committed the deed has been in 
the custody of the officers at Lawrenceville 
for some time, but diligent search has failed 
to apprehend the other two. 

Early yesterday morning a man living out at 
the Chattahoochee river noticed two suspicious- 
looking negroes lurking about the neighbor- 
hood. One was yellow and the other black, 
suiting the description of the two wanted for 
the Lawrenceville crime, and each was armed 
with a pistol. 

‘The gentleman followed the two negroes to 
Atlanta and notitied Patrolman Pettway, who 
bir gs Moore, the other having disappeared 

efore the officer had achance of reaching 
them. 

Chief Connolly i is confident Moore is one of 
the negroes who is wan Moore acknow]l- 
edged having sent back to Lawrenceville for 
some clothes, some time ago, which gave the 
clue to his identity. The negro who went 
after the clothes is the one ‘arrested and 
now in jail in Lawrenceville.

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MRS. FARRAR’S DEATH. 
One of the 


Best Beloved Ladies in the 
City Passes Away. 

Tuesday morning, between midnight and 1 
o'clock, Mrs. Nancy P. Farrar passed peace- 
fully away. 

She was surrounded by her children and 
grandchildren, and her death was the ending 
of a beautiful life. Even in the Jast moments 
she showed the true resignation of a Christian 
and expressed herself as prepared to meet the 
Great Beyond without fear or faltering. 

Mrs. Farrar was a daughter of ene of the old 
pioneers of DeKalb county, Mr. Lochlin John- 
son, and was wedded to Colonel Jessie C.

Mrs. Farrar was the mother of fourchildren:

City Guard, and died for lack of attention at 
Laurel Hiil; Richard, of the Seventh Georgia, 
who fell fighting bravely at Richmond ; Major 
Lochlin J. Farrar, who is now a. prominent 
attorney in Groesdiuck, Texas, and Mr. R. M 
Farrar, cashier of the Merchants’ Bank, of this 
city. 

After their marriage, Colerel and Mrs. 
Farrar lived for a short time at Decatur, and 
from thence removed to Marietta, where they 
lived for a few years. They then came to 
Atlanta, which was then but a 
Village, and settied down in the 
house, No. 191 Courtland avenue, where 
they lived together until about twelve years 
aco, when Colonel Farrar died. 

Mrs. Farrar would not agree to leave the 
old homestead, but insisted on remaining there, 
where she had spent the happiest years of her 
life. 

This good old lady was one of the oldest 
members of the First Presbyterian church, 
Durimg a residence of thirty-tive years in At- 
lanta, she never missed an opportunity of at- 
tending church. 

On February 22d last she was returning 
from church, stepped on a banana peel in front 
of Mrs. Austell’s residence, on Marietta sircet, 
and, falling, suffered a fracture of the 
hip. She was taken up and sent to 
her home, where all that medical 
and fsurgical skill could accomplish was 
done to relieve her sufferings, but she never 
arose from her bed; and her extreme age 
unade it impossible for tle physicians to restore 
her.

A TERRIBLE FALL. 
Charley Martin Tumbles From a Second- 
Story Window 

Charley Martin, a mechanic, had a terrible 
fall about noon yesterday. 

He had been drinking pretty freely and 
went upin the second story of the Powell 
building, on Poplar street, between Broad and 
Peachtree, to cool off. 

He sat down on the edge of one of the rear 
windows, and for awhile appeared to be all 
right.

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4 RETURNED EMIGRANT TELLS OF 
THE TORTURES OF THE TROPICS. 


Two Hundred and Fifty Americans Leave 
on Mareli 8th, and Return on June 
2d, Arrivin friving in New Orleans, , 


The farmers of Honduras! ; 

Gene Couch is one of the survivors of a 
fated expedition that left New Orleans on the 
eighth day of March, of the present year, 
bound for Spanish Honduras. 

And he looks sufficiently run down to have 
-been gone for twenty years. 

After six days’ sail they landed near Sacate 
their destination, on the extreme northern 
coast of Spanish Honduras, where they had 
contracted to engage in clearing lands on 
banana plantations, having signed a contract 
to remain there for three mouths. 

For a short time all went well 
with the young emigrants, but when 
the term of their contract had expired they 
wanted to return home, and met with a good 
deal of opposition, 

Don Henry Pizzatti, commander of the 
army, was in charge of the plantations, and 
he proved to be a tyrant of the most un- 
scrupulous description. 

“T have heard him?’ said Couch yesterday, 
‘tell his bodyguard to ‘kill them!’ referring 
to native laborers—’kill them! I'll pay for 
it.’ He is now prominent in the revolutionary 
movements that are going on down there, He 
is & stout, medium-sized man with a very dark 
complexion, and is a veritable savage.”’ 

*“‘ILow is the army ?”’ 

“Tc is rhade up of a lot of ragamufiins who 
go barefoot, clad in clothes made of five-cent 
cotton goods armed with old-fashioned Reming- 
ton rifles, the bayonets of which have become 
perpetually fixed by rust, and the dreaded 
machetes, a sort of cane knife, their really 
most effective weapon. These inen work for one 
real, 125 cents a day, the single men are equip- 
ped to serve fifteen months out of two years, and 
the married men six months out of the twelve. 
They are too lazy to work or to move at all 
unless forced to do so, and they lie in those 
swamps and drink the wine of the kakana tree, 
eat alligator pears and grow fat in their indo- 
lence.”’ 

“Did they pay you good wages ?”’ 

‘‘l’airly, but we were given only a little salt 
meat and the roughest kind of fare generally; 
ne beds to sleep on, and the unremitting toil of 
cutting away those dense forests that shut out 
the light of day.”’ 

‘Did you like the country ?” 

“If Thad, why should I be here? We were 
delayed in leaving the country by the conduct 
of the ofiicials. They wanted to force us to 
stay untii Oetober Ist. The captain of the 
ship went down and told General Pizzatti that 
he could not possibly bring us away until that 
time. Wegowind of it, and sickness and 
starvation had rendered us desperate. We 
had not been given a bed to sleep on during our 
Stay there. Sowe went aboard and took charge 
ofthe ship and told them we were going 
anyhow, and the captain seeing that we were 
determined, set sail.”’ 

“Then your troubles were over?” 

‘‘No, not by any means. The captain had 
sold the ship’s provisions right out of our 
mouths, until the greatest scarcity prevailed. 
Six days we had nothing but hardtack, water 
and chicory coffee. Then we threatened to 
mutiny if the captain did not feed us. He re- 
plied by asking us why did we revolutionize, 
but seeing that he could not manage us, he 
hailed the ship Breakwater, bound for New 
York, and obtained provisions.”’ 

‘Were many of you sick ?’’ 

“The majority of us were desperately sick 
during all this wretched period. When we 
arrived at quarantine at the mouth.of the 
Mississippi river our condition was made 
known to Mr. S. O’teri, fe New Orleans 
partner, and he _ sent  psovisions and 
a physician to attend us. After fifteen 
days’ quarantine, such as were able were 
aliowed toenter New Orleans. Forty of us 
were sent to the charity hospital, kept by the 
sisters of mercy, and one poor fellow died on 
the way up the river. Sixty-five of the de- 
voted band had already perished, and today I 
got a letter stating that sixteen more had 
died since I left, making eighty-seven out of 
the two hundred and fifty.”’ 

**There is little worth living for there,then ?” 

‘“‘Not for an American citizen. It may do 
for those loafing, beggarly natives, but a man 
from this country cannot stand it. So many 
venomous insects and reptiles are there that 
the people are forced to sleep in hammocks;

RENDERED BY THE SUPREME 
COURT OF GHORGIA., 


‘The Purchase! of Goods Ov the! Install 
ment Pian—The Rights of Married 
_' Women, Ete. ' 


The supreme court has just rendereda de- 
cision of far-reaching interest. and importance, 
One part of the decision conéerns thé right of 
married women tomake contracts and buy 
property, ‘anil sets-at test a long disputed 
question. The other part is of interest to peo- 
ple who buy and se)! on the “installment plan,”’ 

THE INSTALLMENT PLAN, 

It casts a bombshell among that large class 
of dealers who dispose of pianos, furniture and 
other articles on this plan, aud call the in- 
stallments ‘“‘rent,’’ and who have been ac- 
customed, where the purchase: falls behind 
with his payments, to take back the property 
and keep the money paid. 

While these iron-clad contracts have been a 
protection to dealers against irresponsible 
parties, and while many dealers are not dis- 
posed to take advantage of the debtor, many 
others allow him to run along until he has 
paid up the real value of the property and a 
handsome profit besides, and when & small bal- 
ance is not promptly paid, close down upon 
him and get back the property as well as its 
full value. It is to this class that the de- 
cision is especially unwelcome. 

In thé present case, a lady bought a piano 
on the “installment plan.’’ Three hundred 
and fifty dollars was the price, or, as the piano 
man contended, the ‘‘rent’’ fer six months. in 
case the payments were not promptly made. 
She signed notes, with the usual contract that 
the title should remain with the dealer until 
all the notes should be paid, and when paid, a 
bill of sale should be givenand the title pass to 
her. The contract stipulated that the notes 
were for the rent of the piano, and that upon 
failure to pay, the seller could take back,the 
property. 

She paid the note of $100, and atterwant 
finding, as she claimed, that tho instramen 
was not what it was guaranteed to be, she de- 
clined to pay the rest of the money, and of- 
fered to return the piano if her money should 
be refunded. The piano dealer, by legal 
process, sought to get back the piano and. pro- 
posed to keep the $100. One of her pleas was, 
that the contract was a conditional sale and 
not a renting, and that under it theseller could 
not retain the money as rent. 

The supreme court holds that the true test of 
the contract isthe intention of ‘the | parties 
when it was entered into, and that it is clear 
from this contract that its real end and basis 
und the‘consideration upon which it was made, 
was the purchasé, and not the renting of the 
property ; that it wasa conditional sale, and

tion is made. Asthe superior courts in this 
state are courts both of law and equity, and in 
cases at law can enforce the equitable rights 
of the parties, it is held that a proper disposi- 
tion of the case in the court below will be, to 
let the parties who sold the piano retain so 
much of the $100 as the evidence shows will 
be a reasonable compensation for its use, if its 
use was of any value atall. If the evidence 
should show that the use and damage 
amounted tothe whole $100, under the de- 
cision the jury could allow it to be retained. 
MARRIED WOMEN’S RIGHTS. 

This question, however, is a small one as 
compared with the other question in the case. 
The defendant claimed that she wasa mar- 
ried woman, without separate property of her 
own, she could not legally make a contract on 
her own account to purchase property, and 
hence the plaintiffs could not enforce the con- 
tract against her. 

This raised a big question. If this were de- 
clared to be the law innamerable contracts 
would not be worth the paper they are writ- 
ten on. 

The ‘‘Marrjed Woman’s Law,’’ which was 
passed just after the war, and afterwards in- 
corporated into the constitution so that the 
legislature could not abolish it, swept away 
the old system under whichall the wife’s 
property at the time of her marriageand every- 
thing she might acquire during her married 
life, became her husband’s, except where con- 
veved to a trustee for her benefit. 
The new law made it clear enough 
that married women who had property at the 
time of marriage, or who reodived it by gift or 
inheritance afterwards, could contract with 
reference to their separate property, but many 
good lawyers were not at all certain that other 
married women could make contracts and buy 
property and hold it in their own right. In 
some other states where statutes somewhat sim- 
ilar exist, it is held that they cannot. 

Strange to Say, in all these years that ques- 
tion had never come before the supreme court 
in its present shape, although sometimes 
touched upon. Justice Simmons, however, 
in delivering the opinion of the courtin the 
present case, says that the trend of decisions 
in Georgia has been in the direction that all 
married women have equally the right to con- 
tract, purchase and hold propeity, just as if 
they were unmarried, and that this was the 
intention of the framers of the law. 
He holds this tobe the true meaning of the 
law, and that their right to do 
this does not depend upon whether they have 
property, owned by them at the time of mar- 
riage or acquired by gift orinheritance since. 

So the ladies, married as well as single, and 
those who have nothing, as Well as those who 
have, can buy all they want, and will not only 
have the privilege to centract, but will have 
te stand by their contracts and pay for what 
they get, at least so far as the law has any con- 
trol in the matter.

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~ THE CARAVANSARY. 


Translated for THE CONSTITUTION, 

I cannot recall without smiling the disen- 
chantment that was mine on setting foot for 
the first time in an Algerian caravansary. 
There isa charm about the word caravansary 
that pervades all the oriental fairyland of the 
“Thousand and One Nights.”” It was formed 
in my mind of rowsof arched galleries, of 
Moorish courts planted with palm trees, where 
the freshness of a fine thread of water shook 
itself in melancholy drops over tiles of enam- 
eled faience. All around, stretched out on 
mats, were travelersin Turkith slippers, smok- 
ing their pipes inthe shade of the terraces, 
and from this halt went up, under the great 
sun of the east, a heavy odor of musk, burnt 
leather, essence of rose and golden tobacco, 

Words are always more poetical than things. 
Instead of the carivanhssry of my imagination, 
I found a French inn of the oldentime. An 
inn of the highway, a halting place for wagon- 
ers and post relays, with its branch of holly, 
its stone bench beside the doorway and a 
whole world of courts, carthouses, barns and 
stables. 

It was far from being my dream from the 
Thousand and One Nights; still this first dillu- 
gion past, was quick to feel the charm 
and picturesqueness of this stray French 
hostelry, a hundred leagues from Algiers, set 
down in an immense plain, with acrowd of 
littie hills, blue eas waves, in the distance. 

On one side the pastoral orient, fields of 
maize, a streain ell serene with rose laurels, the 
white domes of some old tombs; on the other 
the hich read of travel, bringing into this old 
testament—like landscape the noise, the bus- 
tle of European life. It was this mixture of 
the east and west, this bouquet of modern 
Algeria, that gave Madame Schontz’s\caravan- 
sary such an amusing, such an criginal physi- 
oOgnuomy.

Zhe meal finished, the table cleared, an old 
y ano that had stood there for twenty years 
was opened, and they set themselves to 
sing French songs.

a waitz from Mademoiselle Schontz. Youcan 
picture to yourself nothing more charming, 
winidst this slightly noisy military gayety, this 
ciinking of great sabers, of little glasses, this 
soft rhythm dying away, these two hearts beat- 
ing in tune, enclosed in the whirling round of 
‘he waltz, breathing vows of eternal love that 
licdl with the last note of music. 

Sometimes in the evening the folding door 
of the chravansary would open, admitting a 
neighboring Aga, who weary of his wives came 
to taste a little of western life, listen to the 
piano and drink French wine. ‘A single drop 
of wine is accursed,’”’ said Mahomet in the 
koran; but there are ways of compote 
oneself with tpe law: From ‘egacli glass poure¢ 
Out for him, the Aga took, before drinking, 
a drop on the tip of his finger, 
gravely shook it off, and this cursed drop once 
expelled, he drank the rest without remorse. 
Sometimes dizzy with the music and the lights, 
the Arab would wrap himself in his bournous 
2nd lie down onthe floor, his white teeth 
showing ina silent laugh ashe followed the 
round of the waltz with kindling eyes. 

Alas! where are these waltzers now ? Where 
the sky blue tunics, the handsome hussars 
with wasp waists? In the hop fields of 
W issem burg, under the honeysuckles of Grave- 
lotte. Noone willeveragain drink Alsatian 
wine at the caravansary of Madame Schontz. 
The two women died, gun in hand, defendin 
their burning building against the Arabs. O 
the old hostelry, so merry, only the charred 
valls—those great bones of buildings—are 
standing.’ Jackals prowl in the courts. Here 
and there the end of a stable, a shed spared 
by the flames, stands like an apparition of life, 
while the wind, this wind ot disaster that has
